CRAZED BY DRINK 


The series of the tragedies was committed by W. P..Robinson, whose business is,th.at.of 


house-cleaner, and who is widely known in this city, and it is believed Robinson was led to com- 
mit murder by the racings of a mind crazed by drink. 


FIRST MURDER 


About 8 o'clock this morning Robinson left, his rooms at the corner of Fifth and A streets, 


and going to an'apartment in the same building occupied by Mrs. Emma Stewart, the "land- 
lady, and her son William, rapped for admission. Mrs. Stewart upon,opening the door, receiv-' 
ed a bullet in the head from a 38-caliber Winchester.

USED A KNIFE 


Robinson attacked him by plunging a long knife into his body, almost severing the heart 


the blade sinking deep into the chest and again into the abdomen. 


At the second stab Stewart sank to the floor with blood pouring from his body in a 


stream. 


THIRD VICTIM 


Robinson then returned to his rooms, reloading his rifle and leaving his knife, and ap- 


parently slipped a revolver into his pocket.

Leaving his rooms again, he descended to the first floor, one portion of which is used as 


a carpenter shop.by H. W. Chase. 


Chase probably saw Robinson enter, but paid no attention, for 
Robinson approached 


close to him and suddenly throwing up his rifle, fired, the bullet entering Chase's breast close to 
the heart.

• ^N The third victim apparently died immediately. 


KILLED DODDRIDGE 


From the carpenter shop Robinson proceeded on his bicycle down Fourth street for sev- 


eral blocks, through the business section of town, still with his rifle in his hand. 


He went directly to the house of W. H. Doddridge. internal Revenue Collector, oh the north- 


east corner of Second and H streets. He left his wheel at the curb and ran up to the front door 
carrying his rifle in one hand and the revolver in the other. In response to his ring, Harry Dodd- 
j-idge, son of W. H. Doddridge, and who is engineer at the San Diego 
brewery, opened the 


door. Robinson immediately raised his revolver and at the crash young Doddridge sank to the 
floor with a bullet just above the heart., 


• Death followed before medical assistance could be summoned. 


Harry Doddridge, the fourth person attacked by Robinson, had an .excellent reputation 


ana was a popular young man of 21 years. 
He had just finished breakfast and was about fto

His mother, Mrs. Doddridge, has been removed to a hospital.

The bullet entered the back at the base of the spine and may have penetrated the sacral

DIED AT HOSPITAL 


Mrs. 
Emma Stewart, the first 


victim of the drink-crazed man, 
was taken at once to a hospital, 
where portions of 
the 
bones 


splintered by the heavy bullet 
were removed by the burgeons. 


The ball had entered the right 


cheek, passing through the base 
of the brain and emerging at the 
back of the head. 


The woman did not 
regain 


consciousness and died shortly 
after being taken to the hospi- 
tal. She was a widow, acied 
about 45, and was highly 
re- 


spected by neighbors and 
ac- 


quaintances. 


NEWSBOY DIES. 


' William Stewart, whose death 
shortly followed the shooting of 
his mother, was her only'child. 


He was about 17 years of 
age, 


and a youth of excellent promise. 


He was a newsboy and had 


just returned from his delivery 
of morning papers when the 
tragedy at his home extinguish- 
ed his famijy.

He • said he .was satisfied with-what 
the police department had- done, and 
confirmed me in the belief that Her- 
bert's death: was due to whiskey and 
opium, and that he :had not been rob- 
bed."

John Schroeder, a driver in .the employ

There are hardly more than a hundred 
residents and they are allowed to do 
as they please 80 long as infractions 
of the- law do not become too notori- 
ous and' too great. , The. result, lias 
been that these mountaineers and cat- 
tlemen have come to' regard the coun- 
try as their own for any purpose they 
choose to use it. Most of the country 
is barren and forbidding ana nearly 
all is .government land.

known. 
Game has become plentiful In this 
district. Driven out of the valleys by 
the farmers the deer have retreated 
into these wilds and there are large 
droves that are seldom hunted,, ex- 
cept'by a "fiw sportsmen'from'Liver- 
more district who know of their exls« 
tence. The mountaineers of this see* 
tion are not averse to taking partief 
into-the mountains occasionally and 
guiding them to some of these hunt- 
ing grounds.

the altar with hlni4 


Most girls, howaver, are too much 


In love and too much afraid of scaring 
Adolphus Gustavus. off to dicker with 
him. Then, when they are married to 
him and find that lie has a Yale look 
on his pocketbook, the only thing they 
can do is to strikje for the cash, in- 
stead of the privilege of running a bill 


As a general thing this would be 


successful 
There are not many men 


who would force their wives to ask 
them for money If they knew how wo- 
men felt about It and that It renders 
a woman'despicable In her own sight 


The marriage ceremony has always 


been looked upon as a kind of miracle 
that makes many things right that 
would otherwise be wrong but when a 
woman has to beg a man for a dollar 
or get It out of him by flatterv and 
•wiles the fact that the man Is her 
husband doesn't keep her from feeling 
that she is standing'on the same plane 
as the street corner beggar and that 
she has precious little cause to draw 
her skirts away from her sister of thp 
street. 


A woman, therefore, should insist 


loudly and long and persistently on 
her right to a personal Income, and she 
needn t be afraid she is going to alien- 
ate her husband's affections by taking 
a flrm stand on the money question 
There 's nc one a fair and square man 
likes quite as well as the individual 
who demands his just rights 


Having begun to broaden out her 


husband s ideas by Inserting a finan- 
cial plank Into the matrimonial plat- 
form, a woman should continue the 
good work by assuming her right to 
use the money she has earned by per- 
forming the duties of wife, housekeep- 
er, cook, seamstress family purveyor, 
companion, and so on as she pleases 


A man has really no more right to 


demand an accounting of every penny 
that his wltte spends than she has to 
know what he does with every cent, 
and it is unwarranted impertinence 
In either one to inquire into such a 
purely personal matter.

She had used the money in 


keeping a comfortable home, and now 
she did it was none of his business 


If a husband persists in adopting a 


penurious attitude toward 
his 
wife 


when she knows that he la able to be 
liberal with her, she is justified in 
using drastic measures. A very hand- 
some woman once told me this story 


"My husband," she said, "is one of 


the men who did not believe a woman 
should ever have any money to do v\1th 
as she pleased He is willing to lavish 
thousands of dollars' worth of fine 
clothes on me because it gratifies his 
vanity for hla wife to be gorgeously 
dressed, but when we were first mar- 
ried he never gave me a dollar of my 
own 


' I had a sister who had married un- 


fortunately and Was desperately poor 
and It broke my heart never to be able 
to heip her. At last, when I found that 
I could not persuade my husband to 
give me any money of my own, I took 
a desperate step 


' One morning I frankly gave him his 


choice between paying me wages for 
keeping his house or seeing me go out 
to work as a cloak model I told him 
that I could earn an honest living, and 
if I wasn't worth It in his establish- 
ment I was In a dry goods store" 


That's one way of manufacturing a 


Just husband, but there are plenty of 
other ways in which to change a man 
who is merely unthinking unto a con- 
siderate life partner.

MRS. STANFORD'S JEWELS 


TO BE SOLD 


Fund of $1,000,000 to be Raised to 


Purchase Books For New 


Library. 


STAKTOKD UNIVJSKbTl'X, Hay 


The earner-stone of the new 5600,000 
library building at Stanford University 
was laid today with appropriate and im- 
pressive ceremonies. 


The principal feature of the exercises 


•was the reading of the late Mrs. Stan- 
ford's speech by Alexander Sherriffs of 
San. Jo&e. winner of the Carnot medal 
m the last dehata -with the University 
otf California, 


This address was written by Mrs. Stan- 


ford just before she sailed for Honc- 
hitu, and It Is her last official com- 
munication to the- facility and students 
of the University. It was her express 
•wish that It be kept from publication 
until the exercises. 
One part of the address comes as a 


surprise to every ooe connected with the 
University. 
That .is the establishment 


of an endowment fund for the purchase 
of books for the library 
Thus fund, 
which is estimated at $1,000,000 is to be 
raised from the proceeds of Mra Stan- 
ford's private jewels. 
It had always been supposed that these 


jewete were disposed of in order to raine 
money for the erection of the Stanford 
Memorial Church, but it now ileve»opa 
that Mrs. Stanford obtained other money 
for that purpose and kept her jewels 'n 
reserve for the purpose ot the present 
endowment for books The Income from 
this endowment -will be sufficient to pur- 
chase 30,000 new volumes for the library 
each year.

Charles G Lathrop. brother 
of Mrs. 
Stanford and treasurer of the Univer- 
sity. Addresses by President I>avid Starr 
Jordan.

SAN FRANCISCO. May IS.—Mys- 


tery surrounds the shooting of Leon- 
ard Harris Tremaine of 39 Lee avenue 
last night. The man now lies at the 
Central Emergency Hospital with a 
ciangerous gunshot wound1 in his left 
breast, but -who fired the almost fatal 
shot or what was the cause of the 
deed still remain matters of specula- 
tion.

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ISalfour's Challenge to Russia. 


It is a question whether the British premier has sharply raised 


the Indian boundary question at this particular juncture as a pretext 
for interfering- in the Russo-Japanese war or .to prop up the failing 
fortunes of his party. That there is a definite purpose behind the 
Bringing forward of the Indian frontier question at this time may be 
taken for granted. Mr. Balfour is both a politician and an imperial- 
ist of the opportunist school, and it is equally credible that he has 
teen moved by imperial policy or by the exigencies of domestic 
politics. 


France is covertly bidding defiance to the laws of neutrality to 


give aid to Russia, Britain's enemy, in her struggle with Japan, 
Britain's ally. It is not improbable, owing to. the aid extended by the 
French authorities in French Indo-China to the Russian fleet, that the 
issue of the impending naval conflict may go, against Japan. Should 
the Japanese fleet be'destroyed and Oyama's army be cut off from 
communication with Nippon, the result of the war would no longer be 
in doubt. Oyama's army would in time be worn.out and forced to 
succumb. Great Britain would have to interfere to save Japan from 
being crushed. 


Is Balfour getting in readiness to interfere in case Togo's, fleet 


it beaten and the ports of Japan placed under blockade? It looks like 
it; British sentiment has always responded with enthusiasm to all 
moves tp checkmate Russia. The aggressions of the. Moscoyite in 
the East threaten British trade, and anything that threatens British 
trade never fails to arouse John Bull to action. It is not so many 
Tears since; all England was singing in defiance of the Czar: 


"We've got the men, we've got the ships, 


And, 
by jingo, we've got the money too." 


With Russia, encroaching on the Indian frontier and fighting with 


Japan for the control of China, the outlook justifies. Jphn B.ujl in being 
apprehensive of losing both, trade and territory in the Far East. Hence 
it is a popular move for Balfour to challenge the Russian advance in 
Asia, 


But i* he doing it merely to rally the British electorate to the 


support of the Conservative ministry or is he doing it seriously? No-. 
body can tell, for Balfour is both shif-ty and secretive. He takes few 
people into his confidence, and is given to making sudden, and unexr 
p«cted turns which confound his adversaries and give his government 
new leases of life. The fortunes of the Conservative ministry are at 
a. low ebb, and it has barely escaped being vote.d out of power on sev-r 
«ral occasions. If a dissolution were forced speedily,, all signs indicate. 
a return of the Liberals to power. But the Liberals have always 
carped at the imperial policy which Beaconsfield glorified and ampli- 
fied, and if a sharp issue should be raised with Russia over British 
domination In India and British trade in the China seas, the British 
public would be more likely to trust the Conservatives, tb.an. the Lib-, 
erals. Consequently Balfour may only be making a. shrewd move to 
gjye hi» party a vantage ground for contesting the coming parliamen- 
tary elections.

has been published so many times, that it is marvelous testimony to.

noble whom adversity has driven into exile or reduced to poverty. It 
is a trait on which swindlers have played successfully thousands of 
times.

There, is. a wider 
spread demand that in case the proposed new- German tariff is put in 
force our government shall resort to' retaliatory measures directed 
against German goods. 
American consular representatives have 


warned our government of the disastrous consequences, to American 
trade with Germany that will follow the enforcement of the. new tariff, 
and have not failed to point out that its provisions are mainly directed. 
at the United States. The comments made by the American press 
on the reports of our consular agents in Germany have excited alarm 
on. the part of German merchants and manufacturers engaged in com- 
merce with the United States^, and they have begun to cry QUt loudly- 
of, the disasters that will ensue to German trade and manufactures, in 
case of- a tariff war between the two countries. This is well. A tarifi 
war would be a-misfortune to both countries, but if Germany persists in 
trying to exclude American goods, the Germans cannot complain if this 
country adopts similar measures to. exclude German goods in reprisal. 
If.' Germany will only play fair there will be no tariff war.

The population of the city of New- York, according to the esti- 


mate, oi the Federation, of Churches, afte* a, carelul study, of the. situa- 
tion, was. about 4,000,000 last June, the increase, since 1900 having 
been 'more than 500,000. If that rate of increase continue^, during 
the rest of the present decade the, po.ptdation in 1910.; wiH be abotit 
4,750,000, 
•'• 


That 'is,, in 1910 the, population of New York will.be more than 


1,353,000 greater than in Igoo. Qf this increase, probably more than 
one-third will he. Jew?, which...race..alread;j now makes up toward one- 
fifth of the inhabitants.. In 1903 the. population, of foreign, bjrth ap4 
parentage- constituted about four-fifths of the whole, in the borough 
of Manhattan about five-sixths, and its percentage is now increasing 
because of the unprecedentedly great immigration. 


At present the aggregate of the distinctively- Christian popula- 


tion of the town is only about two-fifths of the 'whole. This includes- 
the whole, of the Roman Catholic population and the total number ol 
Protestant communicants. Besides the?e, the federation estimates. 
a total of about SPaooo Protestants who attend church more, or less. 
regularly and more than 25,000,000 Protestant* who are "ehurchless,", 
or outside of any religious faith. 


New York-, therefore^ cannot now be. called a Christian city. Jew* 


and infidels and the religiously indifferent or unattached constitute, a 
majority of the, inhabitants. The Protestant percentage 'K becoming- 
less, the vast preponderance^ of the additions to the population being 
of Roman Catholics and Jews. The total ot Protestant 
communi- 


cants and church attendants, as estimated' by the federation, is only 
about as great as that of the Jews alone, and by 1910 H is Kkely to be 
much less. By that time there will be more Jews here than, natives 
of native parentage. 
Thei Jewish population has increased from only 


about 3 per cent of the whole in 1880, to nearly 20 per cent In 1905.

H. Cowan of Fort Worth, general attor- 
ney of the Texas Cattle Raisers' Asso- 
ciation and 
general 
attorney of the 


newly 
organized 
National 
Livestock 


Growers' Association, gives out a re- 
ply to A. C. Bird, traffic manager ot the 
Gould lines, who was before the Senate 
Committee on Interstate Commerce Sat- 
urday. 


He says in part: "His statement that 


what I had said in arguments before the 
Senate and House 
committees were 


•based largely, if not altogether, upon 
the allegations in the cattle case.' is not 
true, as is shown by the committee re- 
ports. They were based partly upon the 
facts developed by the testimony In the 
case where I represented the Interstate 
Commerce Commission in their investiga- 
tion of the advances made in the rates 
on class goods and commodities to Texas 
from St. Louis and other Eastern and 
Northern points." 


Continuing, he says: "He tries to es- 


tablish that cattle rates are too low by 
comparing the value of the commodity 


with the rate; yet he testified at Chicago 
that no such basis should control when 
he was tiylng to sustain a higher rate 
on cattle for stock shipped a distance of 
350 miles from Western Iowa to Chi- 
cago than he gave to the packers for a 
car of dressed meat worth twice as much 
In the same train from Omaha, BOO miles. 


"The rates on his road from Scott City 


to St. Louis on cattle, 700 miles, Is 3214 
cents, a fair rate; the rate from Dallas, 
6S5 miles, over his road Is 42H cents. 
They increased the Texas rate by com- 
bination. Kansas cattle are more valu- 
able than Texas cattle, yet the Texas 
rate is 30 per cent higher, with a density 
of traffic per mile of line 40- per cent 
greater than from Texas. His rate from 
Sheridan Lake, Colo., Is 23% cents on 
cattle to Kansas City, BOO miles; from 
Fort Worth. 608 miles, 36% cents; the 
Colorado cattle are the most valuable. 
Is our rate just, considering that in five 
years they have by combination among 
themselves advanced It 28% cents? 
I 


say no man who so contends Is a safe 
man to make rates for the public. 


"If you will see hie statement before 


the House committee you will find he ad- 
mits to having no basis of making rates." 


Further along Mr. Cowan says: "Now 


!f the Fort Worth car of cattle Is worth, 
as he states, 561S, and a Kansas or Colo- 
rado load is worth 33 per cent more, 
which Is the fact, I want him to tell 
somebody, since he charges 13 per cent 
of the Fort \~V6rth cattle to haul them, 
why we are not entitled to have it done 
for the same per cent as the Kansas 
man, 
that Is S per cent of their value 


for the same distance. 
Of course no- 


body bases rates on the value, and never 
did; it is merely one circumstance and 
cuts little ice."

First Baptist Church, preached yes- 
te>day morning upon the controversy 
that has arisen over the Rockefeller 
gift to the foreign missionary repre- 
sentatives 
of 
the 
Congregational 


church. 
Mr. Vosburgh reviewed the 


entire situation, and his sermon Is of 
more than usual interest, coming from 
a. minister 
of the 
denomination to 


which Mr. Rockefeller belongs. 
Mr. 


Vosburgh would not have the church 
condone 
Mr. Rockefeller's 
business 


methods, and in the. course of his ser 
mon he said: 


TAINTED MONEY. 


"The question of what is known as 
'tainted money' has been- forced upon 
us for consideration by th« widely dis- 
cussed 
relation 
between 
John 
D. 


Rockefeller and the. foreign mission- 
ary representatives of the Congrega- 
tional church. 
The controversy has 


been so widely (discussed that It Is 
unnecessary to repeat its details. On 
the one hand are those who seem to 
favor the indiscriminate reception of 
gifts with little consideration for the 
moral character or business methods 
of the donors. On the other hand there 
are those who feel that some sort of 
protection must be placed about the 
contribution box. 


"The argument in favor of the re- 


ception of all gifts is easy and appar- 
ently conclusive. It runs as follows: 
Givers will not submit to an examin- 
ation into their characters and busi- 
ness mehods and will resent it as an 
unwarrantable system of ecclesiasti- 
cal espionage; committees cannot be 
found who are able and willing to dis- 
charge the delicate duty of determin- 
ing the moral status of givers; tha 
Lord can use money from any source, 
causing the money as 
well as the 


wrath of evil men to praise him. 


"These cogent reasonings seem to 


close the question, and yet the Chris- 
tian conscience instructively feels that 
something more needs to be said, al- 
though the moral judgment may be 
unable to formulate its utterances in a 
consistent manner. We are reminded 
that great questions 
are often set- 


tled not by the clash o-f arguments 
at a given point, .but'by combining the 
results that come from surveying the 
entire field from a different point of 
view, for no point of view is suffi- 
ciently commanding to give a com- 
plete perspective. As soon as we sur- 
vey the field from a different point 
of view, we observe that the Chris- 
tian church in its highest moods has. 
always felt that 
some 
restriction 


should be placed upon the reception of 
gifts. 


LOTTERY MONEY. 


"We no longer take money made in a 


lottery. 
Evangelical churches will not 


receive money that comes • from the li- 
quor traffic, if the .acceptance of the gift 


j implies approbation of the business. The 


money of the church and the message of 
the church have 
always remained in 


close affiliation. Shareholders have never 
given money in large amounts to sup- 
port 
an 
abolition campaign. 
Liquor 


dealers do not furnish the funds for the 
prohibition of their business. The race 
track gamblers did not send a lobbyist 
to Sacramento last winter to aid In se- 
curing the passage of the Espey bill. 
The New York Outlook, which has fa- 
vored the reception of the Rockefeller 
donation, does not indorse the principle 
of the Indiscriminate reception of gifts, 
for It says: 
'Money obtained by fraud 


ought not to be received from a donor 
provided 
it 
can 
be returned to the 


owner, nor money obtained by fraud un- 
der circumstances which Implies approval 
of his methods. For this reason it may 
well be affirmed that money may not be 
solicited by religious organizations from 
men whose methods' are Justly subject 
to general public condemnation.' 


"It Is evident then, on the one hand, 


that to investigate all gifts Is an im- 
pertinence and an Impossibility, and on 
tha other hand, to receive all gifts may 
weaken the testimony of the church, to 
righteousness. Can any reconciling prin- 
ciple be found? I think so, and suggest. 
the following as a principle worthy of 
general adoption: 
'Money ought not to 


be in the Lord's treasury when its pres- 
ence there weakens the testimony of the 
church to the great 
ethical principles 


that it is established to represent.' For 
Instance, It does not weaken the-posi- 
tion of the church if a gambler drops 
money into the contribution box, but If 
the gambler contributes with the under- 
standing that the church is to moderate 
its tone toward his business, then the 
talcing of his money Is a moral offense. 


HONOR OF CHURCH. 


"In the application of this principle 


the honor of the church may be pro- 
tected in two ways. First, by care In 
soliciting and receiving gifts. 
The rep- 


resentatives of the American Board did 
wrong in planning a. three years' cam-

one who In the language of the Outlook 
is 'an illustrious example of a pernicious 
system.' 
Second, by declaring, its atti- 


tude toward business methods that are 
•justly subject to general public con- 
demnation.' Between fifty and seventy- 
five years ago a similar, controversy was 
waged over the reception of money from 
slaveholders. The American Board finally 
settled its attitude toward that question 
by declaring in 1845- that it would not 
examine into the motives of givers, but 
that it could 
have 
no dealings with 


slavery that involved approbation. It is 
needless to say that it was not long, 
troubled with questions concerning the 
reception of money from that source. 


"A similar attitude, is demanded today. 


The church should "say to Mr. Rockefel- 
ler and other men who represent the 
same business methods that it cannot 
approve of their principles. If they wish 
to give, -It must be with the distinct un- 
derstanding that the church does not in- 
dorse their business transactions, that it 
regards these methods as hostile to the i 
gospel of Christ and as doing in the! 
world exactly what the church was es- j 
tablished to oppose. It should be un-1 
mistakably clear that In its efforts to 
Christianize the heathen the church does 
not indorse methods that are heatheniz- 
ing Christendom. The 
church 
should 
cease Its unwise and insistent efforts to 
secure money from 
these men. . Our 


trust magnates are warranted in infer- 
ring that the 
church 
approves their 


methods when It Is so ready to share 
their ill-Botten gains. 
The Baptist de- 


nomination has, a peculiar responsibility 
in this matter. 
A condition has grown 


up, entirely Innocently, during the past 
twenty-flve years that involves us before 
the public in complicity with one of the 
offensive combinations of capital. Many 
Baptists are willing to confess their sins 
of ignorance for the past and are de- 
sirous of squaring themselves with the 
enlightened conscience of today with re- 
gard to the great moral problem of the 
hour. 
The Baptist church Is not re- 


sponsible for the Standard OU Company 
or for any similar monopoly. If repre- 
sentatives of these systems contribute 
money to the Baptist treasury It will be 
with the distinct knowledge that many 
Baptists disapprove of their methods. 
We trust that soon the representative! 
of our 
great 
missionary organizations 


will take an .attitude that will render 
unmistakable the position of the denomi- 
nation."

1300.This Is the first tabulation made 
for three years, and the totals stag- 
gered the city officials, far surpassing 
the expectations even of Comptroller 
Grout. 
For Manhattan alone the 
amount 


due is $17,904,700, which Includes $2,- 
8S0.200 on the unpaid taxes. 


From all flve boroughs 
the total 


amount due for taxes alone, without 
any calculation for interest or penal- 
ties Is $22,141,763. 
To this sum there is to be added 


about $3 TOO,000 and at least another 
million for penalties, -which will drive 
the total to $27,000,000. 


These figures bring the amounts due 


to June 1 next. 
As soon as the decision is received 


the Comptroller mil take st°ps to col- 
lect the money, If it be favorable to 
the city.
